The LSB Players started the year with a brilliantly funny and witty Shakespearian 
comedy, Much Ado about Nothing. When four triumphant warriors return to the 
house of Leonato, love intertwined with trouble brews into Shakespeare’s classic 
tale. One of these fine men, Claudio, falls helplessly in love with Leonato’s only 
daughter, Hero. Claudio, afraid to court Hero, asks Don Pedro, his superior, to 
woo Hero in his name. When Don John, Pedro’s brother, uncovers this 
opportunity for mischief, he spreads the rumor that his brother wooed Hero in his 
own name. Much distress falls upon the heart of Claudio, but luckily the rumor is 
rectified and Claudio is betrothed to Hero.

On the evening of Monday, 
September 18th, an unknown person 
using a stolen cell phone, called the 
State Police Dispatcher with a bomb 
threat against Lincoln-Sudbury Re- 
gional High School. The individual, 
using this specific phone, had also 
made several similar phone threats 
against other public buildings that 
same night. 

“My first reaction was shock 
and disbelief just because this hasn’t 
happened before at L-S,” said Su- 
perintendent/Principal John Ritchie. 

After the call was made, the 
State Police informed the Sudbury 
Police, who contacted Ritchie at 
about 8:15 that evening. Ritchie 
then called the fire chief while the 
Sudbury Police contacted the state 
bomb unit. This unit used the tele- 
phone to give instructions to the ad- 
ministrators who were searching the 
school for a possible bomb. 

“T think we did a reasonable 
job. I think what turned out to be 
beneficial from [the bomb scare] is 
what we learned... It was like prac- 
tice,’ explained Ritchie. “I wish it 
hadn’t happened on the one hand, 
but on the other hand it was kind of 
good that it happened because it 
gave us a chance to realize what we

can do well, what we need to work 
on, what we would do differently.” 

One of the things overlooked 
by the administrators, however, was 
the fact that many people were in 
the building on Monday night for 
play rehearsal, driver’s education or 
adult classes. “Since the call was 
referring to the next morning, none 
of us thought to evacuate the build- 
ing the night that the call came in,” 
said Ritchie. 

The next morning, September 
19th, faculty and administrators 
gathered all the students who were 
present onto the grass behind the 
visitor parking lot, and soon an- 
nounced that school would start at 
9:20. While most of the student 
body returned for classes that day, a 
number of students and parents de- 
cided that it would be best to return 
home for the day. 

“Overall I was pleased with the 
level of cooperation among the fac- 
ulty, the administration, the police 
departments and the fire depart- 
ments. Everybody was where they 
needed to be; everybody pitched in; 
everybody took it seriously, and I 
think the students were very under- 
standing,” praised Ritchie. “How- 
ever I think we’ve got to work on 
our communication system so that 
everybody gets the same informa- 
tion right away in the morning.”

The Lincoln and Sudbury communities each 
voted by a large majority on election day to give 
final approval to a bond issue for the $70 million 
project to build a new high school for the Lin- 
coln-Sudbury Regional District.

In the first ever women’s 
pole vault, the favored American, Stacy Dragila, 
captured gold. The American team for the 4x 100 
women’s relay, Marion Jones, Passion 
Richardson, Nanceen Perry, and Chryste Gaines, 
finished a disappointing third.

Her entire home country, Romania, was 
outraged. Many protested. Former Olympic 
gymnast, Nadia Comaneci said of the incident, 
“We're all devastated, but I can’t imagine how 
she feels because she’s kind of a victim of a thing 
she didn’t have any control of...she’s a victim of 
amistake of the doctor.” This statement captured 
the feelings of the entire country: It was not her 
fault, she should have her medal back. She 
would have been the first Romanian gymnast in 
years to capture the individual, the greatest award 
to be given in women’s gymnastics. Regardless 
of the uproar, Raducan remains optimistic. “I’m 
going to go ahead and prove to everyone that I 
can go higher than I was in Sydney and prove to 
those who say I made the mistake that I’m the 
person I say I am.” 

Fortunately, she won two other medals: the 
gold in the team competition and the silver in the 
vault. Because she did not test positively after 
those competitions, she was allowed to keep the 
medals; she did not return home empty-handed. 
In fact, even though she did not possess an 
individual gold medal, she returned with the 
knowledge of her accomplishment and the respect 
and support of her whole country, a country that 
believes in her.

The electoral college was put in place by 
the framers of the Constitution who believed that 
it was a compromise between having presidents 
elected by Congress or by the popular vote. 

Our founding fathers did not believe that 
people could competently vote, because they did 


not know enough about the candidates. It was 
hoped that by selecting a group of intelligent 
people, who could investigate each candidate, that 
the best president would always be elected. 

However, in this day and age, one has to 
wonder if the electoral college is still useful. Al- 
most every person in America has access to a tele- 
vision or to the internet where he or she can learn 
about the candidates. If people are ignorant about 
the candidates it is because they have chosen not 
to use their resources. In some people’s minds, 
this is reason enough to repeal the 12th Amend- 
ment and the electoral college along with it. The 
president should be voted by the majority. In this 
close election, the winner may not represent the 
choice of the American people. 

According to senior Amy Killeen, “The sys- 
tem is pretty outdated. It should be changed to 
work with our times.” 

Another problem people find with the elec- 
toral college is one that is evident in the 2000 
election: a candidate can win the popular vote 
and not win. The culprit is the electoral college. 
In 48 states and the District of Colombia, it is a 
winner take all system. The winner of the popu- 
lar vote in a state receives all of that state’s elec- 
toral votes. Since each state is given a different 


number of votes, it is possible for candidé 
lose the election if he does not win ina state} 
a high number of electoral votes. | 

This has occurred three times in Ame 
history; most recently in 1888 when Gi 
Cleveland won the popular vote, but lost the} 
toral vote to Benjamin Harrison.

Gore team vowed a legal challenge. 

Following Katherine Harris’ 
announcement, political wrangling ensued. Palm 
Beach County began a recount of about one 
percent of all the votes that were cast. Katherine 
Harris then agreed to extend the deadline until 
two p.m. on November 15, to allow the counties 
that were conducting recounts to explain their 
reasoning. Estimates put the Bush lead at less 
than 290 votes. 

On November 16, formal legal briefs were 
filed by the Bush team in the Federal Court in 
Atlanta to end recounts. The Gore team filed 
papers with the court to oppose the Bush motion. 
The Florida Supreme Court ruled that Palm 
Beach County could proceed with manual 
recounts. One day later, the Florida Supreme 
Court blocked Harris from certifying the vote 
until rulings were made on the various motions. 

After absentee ballots were turned in, Bush’s 
lead grew to 930 votes. Two days later, the 
Florida Supreme Court ordered hand recounts to 
continue, and gave five days for them to be 
complete. Dick Cheney, Bush’s running mate, 
suffered a heart attack and was released two 
days later on November 24. 

On the day that Cheney recovered, in an 
unexpected move, the U.S. Supreme Court agreed 
to hear the Bush team’s appeal of the Florida 
Supreme Court’s ruling that allowed hand 
recounts to proceed. 

The day after Thanksgiving, after the 
deadline set by the Florida Supreme Court had 
expired, Harris certified the election count— 
with a final tally that gave Bush a lead of 357— 
this did not include the hand recounts in Palm 
Beach County, which were completed two hours 
after the deadline. The next day, the Gore team 
contested the certification results in a circuit 
court in Tallahassee. The Judge, N. Sanders

Sauls, refused to expedite the ruling and 
scheduled a hearing for December 2.

Florida lawmakers, worried about being 
disenfranchised by election certification disputes, 
began proceedings to select electors 
themselves—a right given in the U.S.

The legislature said it would name its own electors 
if the matter was not settled by December 12, six 
days before the Electoral College was to meet. 

On the first of December, the United States 
Supreme Court heard oral arguments on the 
rulings of the Florida Supreme Court. The same 
day, the Florida Supreme Court upheld N. Sanders 
Sauls’ ruling of an unexpedited decision. 
December 2 opened with two days of proceedings 
about Gore’s assertion that 14,000 undervotes 
should be counted. On December 4, N. Sanders 
Sauls rejected the Gore claim. The United States 
Supreme Court asked the Florida Supreme Court 
to clarify its ruling that extended the recounts. 

The Florida Legislature said it would meet 
to choose electors on December 6. December 8 
brought good news for Gore, as a sharply divided 
Florida Supreme Court ordered all counties with 
‘significant numbers of presidential undervotes’ 
to conduct a manual recount. Bush appealed to 
the U. S. Supreme Court. 

On December 9, in arazor-thin 5 to 4 ruling, 
the Supreme Court ordered the manual recounts 
to stop in all counties and set a date of December 
1 fora final hearing on the matter. In that hearing, 
the Bush team asserts that the Florida Supreme 
Court overstepped its bounds; the Gore team 
argued that the United States Supreme Court 
had “no reason to intervene” in the state court 
contest. 

On December 12, the U. S. Supreme Court 
ruled in favor of Bush, and said that recounts 
had “run out of time.” Gore decided to take a day 
to decide how to proceed. One day later, Gore 
conceded the election to George W. Bush, 
offering his support to the President-elect but 
also made clear his disappointment. Al Gore 
called for unity in his eight-minute speech, 
while president-elect Bush said he would be the 
president of “One nation, and not one party.”

Digital cameras introduce futuristic photography

Photography has remained mostly 
unchanged since it was first discovered. It has 
always been the collecting of light and through 
some method transferring it to paper. The original 
process involved using a sheet of glass coated 
with silver-bromide and then a complicated 
camera which had to be used under a dark hood. 
Then came the advent of roll film, the ancestor of 
what most people now use. Soon after the advent 
of roll film, came paper backed film which 
allowed for the Browne (the first non-professional 
camera). It was not long after that the 35 mm 
format was developed, and it is still used today. 
Ina nutshell that is the history of photography up 
until about 1998, when the first digital camera 
was developed. 

Digital photography has many advantages 
over film, but it also has its disadvantages. The 
major advantage of digital photography is the 
cost of film and developing, there is none as 
apposed to 35 mm film which costs about 50¢ 
per picture to develop. The price of film remains 
the same whether or not you keep the picture,

Sony representatives claim that they 
included advanced technology into the system to 
appeal to adults and children alike. They state 
that the PS2 would work as a top-of-the-line 
DVD (Digital Versatile Disk) player as well as a 
game system. DVD players, which range in 
price from 100 to 300 dollars, improve the quality 
of the picture and sound of movies. DVDs also 


you still pay. With a digital camera you only 
keep the pictures you want, this can save you a 
lot of money.

The highest resolution digital 
camera on the market is 6 megapixels and it cost 
about $5,000.
